FIELDS and other NSRP members, and FIELDS denounced ROCKWELL as 
a "socialist and a leftist, and a publicity seeker".

In his book "This Time the World", copyrighted 
v**ln 1961, George Lincoln Rockwell Identified himself as 
Commander, American Nasi Party of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, 
Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of"The Richmond News 
Leader", a Richmond, Virginia, dally newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action wa3 
taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" In a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
Rockwell's party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963 > a source advised that the ANP- 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his resi¬ 
dence in Arlington, Virginia on February 26 , 1959 as an 
international "National Socialist" movement based on the 
German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that 
Rockwell is the dominant force and personality in this party; 
that he Is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews 
and Negroes; and that he Is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature, and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and In foreign countries. 

On December 13 , 1963* this source advised that in 
about September, i 960 , the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front group for the ANP although it 
has never been a separate organization. The source said the 
FAN name is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name 
and there are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials 
being identical with the ANP officials. He stated that George

He added that the ANP has operated under the PAN 
name throughout the country with the exception of a group 
operating under the FAN name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said 
the PAN group in Baltimore is now, and always has been, a 
separate organization and not a part of the ANP.

Editorial Foreword 

I T was once the practise of medicine to cover up a festering 
sore, but fortunately medicine has advanced to the point 
where a direct attack upon the causes of the sore is prac¬ 
ticable. There are still some persons who believe that there should 
be a taboo upon the discussion of all dangerous matters, — that 
is, matters surcharged with emotion, such as racial and religious 
questions;. This minority has belabored The Forum for its open 
and frank discussion of religious questions. But we believe that a 
vast majority of our readers realize that only good has come from 
the fearless airing of honest differences of opinion; that miscon¬ 
ceptions have been cleared up and ancient prejudices evaporated 
in the light of dispassionate and reasoned arguments. It is in 
this spirit of desire to cure by seeking out the underlying cause 
of the symptoms that we Approach the Jewish Question. 

There may be some who will maintain that the mere postulation 
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THE FORUM 

of the existence of a Jewish Question argues partisanship, even 
prejudice. To these we can only say that their denial of a fact is 
itself the admission of a prejudice. That a Jewish Question exists 
is a fact which nearly all sane men and women, whether Jew or 
Gentile, will readily admit. For centuries, and in many nations, 
the Jews have been subjected to separate treatment when not to 
open persecution. Even in our own land of freedom and equality 
and in this enlightened day there is ample evidence of the exist¬ 
ence of anti-Semitism. Why does it exist? What is its historical, 
racial, religious, economic, or other raison d'etre? In the hope of 
dispelling misconceptions which cloud this question The Forum 
proposes to devote several successive papers under the general 
title of “The Problem of Anti-Semitism . In this first paper by 
Dr. Lothrop Stoddard, the discussion is appropriately opened 
by a definition of terms. What is a Jew? Dr. Stoddard analyzes 
in a broad and scientific manner the racial make-up of the Jews, 
and attempts ah answer to the question, — much less obvious 
than it may seem to many, — Is there a Jewish race? 


iW subjects have been more debated than that of the 
racial make-up of the Jews. “What is a Jew? ” is a ques- 


C_9| tion endlessly asked, and endlessly argued. The variety of 
answers is truly extraordinary, ranging all the way from assertions 
that the Jews are the purest race on earth to counter-assertions 
that the Jews are in no sense a race, but are merely a widely- 
dispersed religious and cultural group, varying in blood according 
to the populations among whom they dwell. 

Between such irreconcilable statements, where does the truth 
reside? Is there, or is there not, a Jewish race? Again: supposing 
the blood of modern Jewry to be much mixed, is there, or is there 
not, some ancestral strain which leavens and dominates the 
whole? 

These questions require answers, for they are of. capital sig¬ 
nificance as prerequisites to any intelligent discussion of the 
Jewish problem. That a Jewish problem exists, no thinking person 
can seriously deny. That it should be franldy approached and 
constructively handled should be equally self-evident. Yet neither 
of these things is possible unless we truly understand the factors 
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THE PEDIGREE OF JUDAH 

involved. And surely no factor is more vital than that of Jewry’s 
racial make-up. Modern science teaches us the basic importance 
of race. More and more we are learning that heredity determines 
primarily not only men’s physical characteristics but also their 
mental and temperamental qualities. If, then, we are really to 
understand the Jew (and, for that matter, if the Jew is really to 
understand himself) we must discover what blood or bloods now 
in his veins. 

Fortunately this is not an impossible task. Race is not an 
abstract theory; it is a concrete fact, which can be accurately 
determined by scientific tests such as head formation, bodily 
structure, and color of hair, eyes, and skin.„ Furthermore, even 
with persons of mixed ancestry, the elements in their ethnic 
make-up can be analyzed, because races are extremely persistent, 
and when crossed do not fuse into new stable types but persist as 
imperfect blends, the contrasted racial characteristics reappearing 
as “disharmonic combinations” in the mixed offspring, or even 
tending to re-sort themselves toward the original ancestral types 
in subsequent generations. Again, the. progress of historical 
research has traced the movements of races far back into the 
mists of antiquity, and thus enables us to supplement our analysis 
of the ethnic make-up of living individuals by a fairly accurate 
picture of their family trees. 

The present Jewish population of the globe is estimated at 
between fifteen and seventeen millions. They are scattered over 
virtually the entire world, but the bulk of them are massed in 
certain definite areas. Fully half the Jews in the world are found 
in Eastern Europe, centering in Poland. The United States con¬ 
tains over three million Jews, mainly recent immigrants from the 
Polish area. Minor centres of Jewish population occur at various 
points in Western Europe, the Mediterranean basin. Western 
Asia, and Northern Africa. 

Scientific investigations of contemporary Jewry liave brought 
out one .striking fact, — the presence of two sharply contrasted i 

types within the Jewish fold. The Jews of Eastern Europe and 
tne Jews of the Mediterranean basin and adjacent Afro-Asiatic 
districts differ markedly from one another in physical appearance. 

The Mediterranean Jew is usually slenderly built, with a long 
head, well-cut features, and general "harmonic” make-up, there- 
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by suggesting that he springs from closely related racial stocks. 
The East European Jew, on the contrary, is apt to be short and 
thick-set, with a round head, coarse features, and general “dis- 
harmonic” make-up,, thus revealing a mixture of diverse bloods. 
It is, in fact, this very disharmonic make-up of the East European 
Jews that renders an accurate physical description of them so 
difficult. Take the matter of the so-called “Jewish nose”. Great 
numbers of East European Jews do have such noses, but still 
others have squat or pug noses, while occasionally one finds fine- 
cut noses like those so often found among the Jews-of the Medi¬ 
terranean. And a similar variability occurs with other physi¬ 
cal characteristics. There is no consistent uniformity of type.* 
These scientific analyses confirm, in the main, a division which 
the Jews themselves have long made. For more than a thousand 
years the Jews have clearly recognized two distinct physical 
types, called by them the “Ashkenazim” or Jews of Eastern 
Europe, and the “Sephardim” or Jews of the Mediterranean and 
adjacent regions. The Sephardim have always considered them¬ 
selves the aristocracy of Jewry and have traditionally kept aloof 
from their Ashkenazic brethren. The Ashkenazim are (and ap¬ 
parently long have been) much the more numerous. To-day 
probably nine-tenths of the world’s Jews are predominantly of 
Ashkenazic blood. This seems to be about the proportion of the 
two stocks in America’s present Jewish population. The first Jews 
who came to America were nearly all Sephardim, but the huge 
migrations from Eastern Europe of the past generation have 
reduced the Sephardim to a small minority. 

The Jews definitely emerge upon the historic stage somewhere 
about the year 2000 b.c. At tnat time the racial make-up of 
Western Asia was about as follows: The great belt of mountain 
and high plateau extending across Asia Minor and Armenia, with 
spurs running down into Syria, was inhabited largely by a race 
typified by the so-called Hittite. The vast plains and deserts to 
the southward, ranging from Mesopotamia and inner Syria clear 
down through the Arabian peninsula, were inhabited largely by 
Semitic tribes, the chief ancestors of the present Bedouin Arabs. 
At that time both races seem to have been fairly pure, though

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there was already a good deal of racial intermingling along the 
borders of the two geographical regions, where the highlands 
touched the plains. 

Let us analyze the physical appearance of these two races. 
The earliest Hittite sculptures show us a people strikingly like 
the modern Armenians and the older populations of Asia Minor 
and the Caucasus; that is to say, a short, thick-set folk, with 
extremely broad heads, rather coarse features, and big, fleshy, 
hooked noses. On the other hand, the historical evidence shows 
that the ancient Semites were about like the modern Bedouin 
Arabs, — slenderly built, with long heads and fine-cut features. 

Now these two ancient races, which .at that time occupied 
Western Asia, offer us our first clues to the Jewish family tree, 
because they represent types clearly present abundantly in Jewry 
to-day. Many living Mediterranean Jews are. almost indistin¬ 
guishable from Arabs, both being obvious Semitic types. Even 
more striking is the parallel between the ancient Hittites and a 
large proportion of the modern Ashkenazim. One cannot look at a 
Hittite sculpture without being struck by the “Jewishness” of 
the faces there depicted. The famous “Jewish nose”, with its 

E eculiarly hooked nostril, is found to be not exclusively Jewish, 
ut to have been shared by the ancient Hittites, and also by 
modem peoples of the West Asiatic Highlands. Many Armenians, 
Caucasians, and Anatolians to-day look'so much like this type of 
Jew that it is practically impossible to distinguish them by their 
physical appearance. 

Here, then, we seem to have found two primal elements in 
Jewry’s racial make-up: an ancient cross between Semitic and 
Hittite-Armenoid stocks. Which was the original root? Almost 
certainly, the Semitic. The entire weight of evidence tends to 
show that the Jews were originally a tribe of nomadic Semites 
who migrated from the desert lands on the southward into 
Palestine, — geographically a borderland between Arabia and the 
West Asian Highlands. Here they encountered folk of Hittite-like 
stock and took up a certain amount of Hittite blood, though for a 
long time the Semitic strain must have predominated. 

It was possibly the pressure of fresh Hittite tribes from the 
north that drove the primitive Jews into Egypt. Here they 
encountered new racial influences. The andeat Egyptians be- 
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longed to the so-called Hamitic race. Since the dawn of history 
this race has occupied the northeast corner of Africa, and even 
to-day is the basic strain of the modern Egyptian, Abyssinian, 
and Galla peoples, albeit the stock is nowhere pure and is widely 
tinged with Negro blood. These Hamites exhibit certain marked 
physical peculiarities, notably an excessive slenderness of bodily 
proportions, particularly of the lower limbs, and an exceedingly 
long face. The Jews undoubtedly absorbed a certain amount of 
Hamitic blood, both during their Egyptian sojourn and after¬ 
wards, when Egypt extended her dominion over Palestine and 
Syria. Even to-day Hamitic types appear among the Jews, 
especially among the Sephardim. For example: Benjamin Disraeli, 
the noted English statesman, had markedly Hamitic features. 

It was also probably during their Egyptian sojourn that the 
Jews picked up their first traces of Negro blood. A Negroid strain 
undoubtedly exists in Jewry; to it the frizzy or woolly hair, thick 
lips, and prognathous jaws appearing in many Jewish Individuals 
are probably due. Although at that time the population of Egypt 
was predominantly Hamitic, the trickle of Negro blood, which 
.has since so strongly modified both Egypt and the adjacent 
Asiatic regions, had already begun. If is probable, however, that 
this first Negroid infusion was less important than the subsequent 
infusions which appear to have taken place, rather in outlying 
sections of Jewry than in the central nucleus in Palestine. 

The return from Egypt to Palestine ushered in racial modifica¬ 
tions of an important character. The period of the Egyptian 
sojourn had coincided with an era of unrest and migration 
throughout Western Asia. Not only were there intensified clashes 
of the Hittite and Semitic tribes, but new racial stocks appear 
upon the scene. Between 2000 and 1000 b.c. the first waves of 
tall, blond Nordics emerge from the northern plains and penetrate 
the West Asiatic highlands, a few even descending as far as Syria 
and Palestine. At the same time people of the so-called Medi¬ 
terranean race, kin to the Cretans and Mycenaean Greeks, 
establish themselves here and there along the Anatolian and 
Syrian coasts. Thus, when the Jews returned to Palestine they 
found it inhabited by a medley of tribes, mostly of Semitic and 
Armenoid origin to be sure, but also partly of Nordic and Medi¬ 
terranean blood. The Amorites, those giant “Sons of Anak”, were 
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patently Nordics, and David, the son of an Amoritish mother 
and described as a blond, represents the infusion of Nordic blood 
into Jewry which then took place. The Philistines, while in the 
main Mediterraneans, may have had a Nordic ruling class. 

Notwithstanding these new racial infusions, however, it 
appears that Semitic and Hittite-Armenoid blood continued to 

{ >redominate in the Jewish stock, — with a steady gain of the 
atter element. A graphic illustration of this Armenizing process is 
revealed by a comparison of Egyptian and Assyrian bas-reliefs 
of Jewish captives at different periods. An Egyptian bas-relief of 
the tenth century B.c. depicts faces which; though unmistakably 
“Jewish”', are characteristically Sephardic in type; that is to say, 
of predominantly Semitic character. Contrast with this an As¬ 
syrian bas-relief three centuries later, in which the captives have 
hooked noses and stockier frames, — in other words, much more 
like modern Ashkenazim. 


The tenth to the fifth centuries b.c. were troubled times for 
Jewry. Harried by Egyptians, Assyrians, Babylonians, and even 
Nordic Scythians, the little Jewish State collapsed, and the entire 
Jewish people was carried away in the ‘‘Babylonish Captivity”. 
The Ten Tribes of Israel disappear, and only a remnant retains 
its Jewish consciousness. It is this remnant which, under the 
leadership of Nehemiah and Ezra, returns to Palestine from the 
Captivity and reforges the broken chain of Jewish national life. 
What was the precise ethnic make-up of the returned exiles we 
do not know, but we may assume that it was more Semitic and 
less Armenoid than at the beginning of the Captivity, because the 
Babylonians were mainly a Semitic people. Certainly they were 
not Armenoid. The Captivity had thus produced a partial rever¬ 
sion toward the primitive Jewish racial origins. 

The return to Palestine marks a new epoch in Jewish history. 
Herewith begins both what may be termed Jewish "racial” 
self-consciousness and also Jewry’s geographical dispersion. 
Those Jews who heeded the call of Nehemiah and Ezra to return 
to Palestine and rebuild the Holy City' were, in very truth, a 
“chosen remnant”, the most zealous and patriotic of the Jewish 
folk. Warned by the fate of the “lost”/Pen Tribes, they resolved 
at all costs to preserve their identity as the “Chosen People”, 
and they realized that the best way to do this was to keep 
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themselves aloof from their neighbors, not only in their faith and 
custpms but also in their blood. Of course, these principles had 
been conceived long before, but they had been laxly observed. 
Now, however, under the rigorous discipline of a ruling priestly 
class, Jewry displayed a cohesion and self-consciousness never 
before attained. For the next five centuries, down to the great 
dispersion under the Romans, intermarriage with foreigners 
greatly lessened, inbreeding was the rule, and consequently the 
tendency was toward the formation of a stable Jewish type. 

This, of course, applied to the Palestinian nucleus rather than 
to Jewry as a whole. For it must not be forgotten that the 
Babylonish Captivity inaugurated that movement of geographical 
dispersion which has persisted to the present day. Not all the 
Jews returned from their exile. Very many remained in Mesopo¬ 
tamia and other parts of the far-flung Persian Empire. These 
“exiles”, however, unlike the Ten Tribes, retained their self- 
consciousness and remained loyal members of Jewry. Henceforth 
we dimly glimpse large Jewish populations in Mesopotamia, 
Persia, and the West Asian highlands, together with Jewish 
commercial colonies in Egypt and other points around the Medi¬ 
terranean basin. These Jews must, in time, have absorbed a great 
deal of blood from the various populations among whom they 
dwelt and thus have added fresh strains to the racial make-up of 
Jewry, considered as a whole. 

The next important change in Jewish racial history was 
ushered in by the disastrous struggle against Rome. The destruc¬ 
tion of Jerusalem by Titus in the year 70 a.d. and the dispersion 
of the Jewish nucleus in Palestine was supplemented by other 
great Jewish revolts ending in tragic failure. The upshot was the 
ruin of Jewry throughout the Roman world. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands, if not millions, of Jews perished, and not merely Palestine 
but also their flourishing colonies in North Africa and other parts 
of the Mediterranean basin were destroyed. The balance of 
power within Jewry shifted suddenly eastward to Mesopotamia 
and Persia, and northward to the Armenian highlands and the 
Caucasus, beyond the Roman frontiers. For the next six centuries 
the bulk of the Jewish people lived in those regions, Mesopotamia 
long being both the cultural centre and the ecclesiastical seat of 
Jewry. As time passed western Jewry recovered some measure of 
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prosperity, its centre being in Spain. It is in the Spanish peninsula 
and adjacent regions of North Africa that there was fixed the 
modern Sephardic type. Sundered from their eastern brethren, 
and absorbing much Mediterranean blood, the Spanish Jews shed 
most of their Armenoid characteristics and became the long¬ 
headed, slenderly-built stock that has persisted to the present 
day. During the Middle Ages the Jews of Western Europe were 
almost entirely Sephardim, migrating northward from the Medi¬ 
terranean basm. 

The evolution of eastern Jewry is at once m<?re obscure and 
more complicated. Their prosperity was gravely compromised by 
the Mohammedan conquest and conversion of Mesopotamia and 
Persia in the seventh century a.d. Harried and persecuted by 
Moslem zealots, the Jews grew restless and sought an avenue of 
escape. They presently found it to the northward in the plains of 
southern Russia, where opportunities beckoned them, perhaps 
more favorable than ever before in their history. Southern 
Russia was then occupied by the people known as the Khazars. 
Precisely what the Khazars were racially is a much disputed 
point. Probably they were predominantly of broad-headed Turk¬ 
ish stock from Central Asia, together with a strong strain of 
flat-faced, short-statured Mongoloids from still farther eastward. 
They certainly built up a flourishing state which derived its 
prosperity from its command of the overland trading-routes 
Detween the Near and Middle East, the Khazars being a mercan¬ 
tile, town-dwelling folk. From the first they had been in contact 
with the numerous Jews of the Caucasus, and the two peoples had 
got along well together. Soon the Jews of Khazaria became so 
numerous and influential that they made a cultural and spiritual 
conquest of their hosts. The Khazars became converted to 
Judaism and established what amounted to a Jewish state. This 
acted like a magnet to the whole of eastern Jewry, and one of 
those vast mass-migrations which have occurred several times in 
Jewish history took place. In the eighth century a.d., Mesopo¬ 
tamia) Persia, and the Armenian-Caucasian area still contained 
the bulk of the world's Jewish population. By the end of 
the tenth century these lands were almost emptied of Jews. 
Lured to Khazaria as to the “Promised Land”, Jewry pushed 
northward from Asia into southeastern Europe, — swarming 
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in by the hundred thousand, by sea, by river, and by mountain- 
trail. 

And during those two centuries was forged the Ashkenazic 
stock of to-day. This migration involved sweeping racial changes. 
In the first place, Jewry’s slow progress through the Armenian 
and Caucasian highlands implied a further admixture and 
strengthening of the Armenoid at the expense of the Semitic 
racial element. Then, once in Khazaria, extensive intermarriage 
with the converted Khazars resulted in a further influx of Turkish 
and Mongoloid blood. The result was a population prevailingly 
round-headed and thick-set, but with two outstanding facial 
types: the full-faced, hook-nosed Armenoid; and the flat-faced, 
squat- or pug-nosed Mongoloid, respectively. The Semitic type 
must have almost entirely disappeared. The consequences of this 
racial transformation were as unprecedented as they were far- 
reaching. Hitherto the basic elements in Jewry’s ethnic make-up 
had been either Semitic or Armenoid, waxing or waning in 
relative importance from age to age, it is true, yet still always 
preponderant, no other racial element having been sufficiently 
important to shake their joint significance. Now, for the first 
time, radically new ethnic elements, from Central and Eastern 
Asia, were injected into the Jewish blood, and injected in such 
volume as powerfully and permanently to alter the nature of the 
great mass of the Jewish people. The profound differences, not 
merely in physical appearance, but also in mentality and tem¬ 
perament, which exist between Ashkenazim and Sephardim are 
thus clearly explained. They are obviously due to almost com¬ 
plete differences in racial make-up. The Sephardim have for the 
past thousand years been breeding away from the old Armenoid 
toward the long-headed Semitic and Mediterranean'racial types. 
The Ashkenazim, on the contrary, have not only been breeding 
away from the Semitic toward the Armenoid type, but have also 
taken up a great amount of Central Asian and Mongoloid blood 
which was unknown to ancient Jewry and which has never flowed 
in Sephardim’s veins. 

Great as is the present difference between Ashkenazim and 
Sephardim, however, it is not quite as great as the divergence 
eight hundred or nine hundred, years ago, owing to certain minor 
modifications which have since taken place. The evolution of the 
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modem Ashkenazim was not quite complete. By the eleventh 
century, the Khazar Empire, grown rich and unwarlike, collapsed 
before the assaults of its enemies, and the Jewish masses, again 
fallen on evil times, drifted slowly westward in search of better 
opportunities. Seeping across southern Russia, they began to 
appear in Poland. This movement was soon accelerated by the 
action of the Polish Kings. Intent on building up a strong state, 
the Polish monarchs welcomed the Jews in order to build up a 
middle class devoted to industry and trade. Immediately Poland 
became what Khazaria had once been, — a magnet for Jewish 
mass-migration. And these Jewish immigrants, though mainly 
from the east, came, in lesser numbers, from the west as well. 
Western Europe had by that time become the scene of bitter 
anti-Jewish persecutions, so that, there aiso, many Jews heeded 
the welcome summons of the Polish Crown. Here, then, on 
Polish soil, the long-sundered branches of Jewry met once more. 
The immigrants from Western Europe were, of course, Sephar¬ 
dim, and though too few in numbers materially to affect the 
Ashkenazic physical type, they did impose their superior culture 
and a debased form of their Germanic speech, whicn, mixed with 
Hebrew, Slavic, and other linguistic elements, constitutes the 
present jargon known as Yiddish, employed by the Polish Jews 
to this day. The slight infusion of Sephardic blood gained during 
the Middle Ages, together with considerable Slavic blood picked 
up during their migrations through Russia and Poland, complete 
the racial evolution of the modern Ashkenazic stock in its present 
Polish home. 

Such, in brief, is the surprisingly complex pedigree of Judah. 
It effectively disposes of the fiction that the modern Jew is the 
true scion of the ancient Hebrew. The proportion of genuine 
Hebrew blood to-day should be very small even among the 
Sephardim, while among the Ashkenazim it must be infinitesimal. 

Nevertheless, the modern Jew is still very much a Jew. In 
fact, he is probably more self-consciously "Jewish” than was the 
Jew of 1006 b.c. And this applies alike to Ashkenazim and to 
Sephardim. However much they may differ, they yet possess a 
common "Jewishness”, instinctively recognizable both by them¬ 
selves and by the rest of the world. 

How explain this seeming paradox? It is due unquestionably to 
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the biological effects produced reflexively by the Jewish doctrine 
of the Chosen People. Believing themselves to be a race, the Jews 
have constantly tended to create one! This is not a mere juggling 
of words; it is scientific fact. We know how biological types are 
formed: they are the product of long-continued isolation arid' 
inbreeding. Now that is precisely the ideal which Jews have had in 
mind since very early times, and the method they have tried to 
practise effectively since the days of Ezra and Nehemiah. The 
only miscalculation was in the length of time required to get the 
result. To evolve a genuine new type, capable of breeding true to 
itself, takes a very long time, and the more diverse the original 
ethnic elements are, the longer the process of blending and 
harmonizing must be. The Jews have never been biologically 
isolated long enough to produce a true Jewish race, but they have 
more than once been on the way to do so. We have already noted !* 

the five centuries of relative isolation of the Palestinian nucleus, 
from Nehemiah to the Roman “Diaspora”. It is probable that 
the inhabitants of the Judaeanplateau at the time of Christ were 
a pretty homogeneous folk. That work was undone, and was 
followed by an unprecedented absorption of new blood. Yet the 
task was again attempted, and we are now witnessing the results. 

The period from tne later Middle Ages to our own times was, 
for Jewry, the period of greatest biological isolation since Nehe¬ 
miah's experiment. After the Roman “Diaspora”, Jewry, in 
sullen desperation, wrapped itself about with spiritual exclusive¬ 
ness as never before. “Build a wall around the Law!” was the 
cry, and a series of great rabbis, carrying on the ideals of Ezra 
and Nehemiah, forged instruments of spiritual and biological 
isolation which were to prove highly efficacious. The Talmud is 
the epitome of Jewish racial aspiration. It teaches that the Holy 
Seed of Judah must at all costs be preserved, since it alone has 
value in the eyes of God. In the Talmud and cognate writings of 
the same period, the racial, as distinguished from the religious, 
factor is clearly discerned. Hitherto the convert to Judaism had 
been accepted whole-heartedly as one of the Chosen People. 

Now, however, Jewish thought leaned more and more to the \- 

belief that Jewish blood alone could find full favor in God’s 
sight; that the Gentile could never become a true Jew. 

For a while this belief was honored more in precept than in

In 1933 I fled the abominable misery of tho 
KOLKHOZ (collective farm) without a permit 
and headed even further north to try my luck 
as an Induatrlol worker. Along with some other 
o&CAp^« from the collective farm I sneaked a 
ride on a freight train. When the train atopped 
we would get off to beg food from tho In* 
habitant*] oricn we wore reduced to eating 
grata from the woods. 

In Hlblnogortk I waa permitted to work 
without papers loading rock on freight car* at 
» phosphate mine where the director was thort 
handed and driving to aave hJa neck by fulfill¬ 
ing the-fterm. In order to put his own affairs 
In order toe director supplied me with proper 
papers stilting that I was an Industrial worker. 
When th*. bluer North Russian winter closed 
down the mine, 1 was permitted to Journey 
South, bring assigned to work in a rubber plant 
near Leningrad. 

* J- MASS DRUGGING 

In la &n facto ries and In the srmyw-iwrs 
gkw*71T$eirrtj r> eourB© of mysterious Injections, 
one rack/ month for 5 months. We were con¬ 
vinced that we were being drugged, for we ob¬ 
served list all who received the** shots were 
put Into a chronic state of Intense nervous 
hypertension, resulting In constant friction and 
dJsscnsJoJ among us.

We al¬ 
ways suspected the government lied to us about 
the misery of the outside world, but our suspi¬ 
cions were fully confirmed when we Inspected 
the houses in which the Finns lived. They had 
real beds! Blankets, chairs, tables, and nume¬ 
rous household utensils that we did not even 
know existed! " 

Here the common people lived like people! 
We lived In a barren hell, Jammed together on 
straw beds, sleeping In our clothes under our 
overcoats. Wo naturally began discussing this 
whereupon our commissars Informed us that 
this was n special area where only capitalists 
lived! But we knew they lied. 

SEIZURE OF ESTONIA 
Next came the seizure of the Baltic Re¬ 
publics of Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania. We 
arrived at the Estonian border after crossing 
the uninhabited "dead zone" which separates 
the Soviet Union from the rest of the world. 
Tlie Estonian border guards refused to open the 
barrier, so we brought up tanks, and after 2 
days of browbeating and threats the border was 
opened and we poured through. The Estonians 
were despondently unhappy to see us, but when 
no officers were around, we tried to explain to 
them that wc were acting against our wills. 

We advised them that their educated people 
must escape Immediately, and, appreciating our 
unhappy positron, they offered us food.

The fight 
was all over In a couple of hours and all un¬ 
used bullets’were taken up.

We were axndled at the abundance of fine 
merchandise In oil their stores. Many Gentile 
officers or members of their families came In 
buses from Russia to shop In Estonian stores 
and toon depleted their stocks, exhausting them 
completely In 3 months. Jews did not partici¬ 
pate In this wild buying spree, for they already 
had all their greedy hearts could desire. 

At Narva I saw Russian .soldiers take ad¬ 
vantage of the chaos to strike* bock at fhelr en¬ 
slavers. They seized 2 carloads of fhelr perse¬ 
cutors, In which were 2 Jewish embassy work¬ 
ers. a woman, and 2 Secret Police. Our soldiers 
(aimed the cars end seized all their belongings, 
including their guns and 200 grenades. 

REFINEMENTS OF SLAVERY 

A week after tho declaration of war upon 
Russia by Germany I was colled Into the army. 
As a result of their experience In Finland, our 
Jewish masters Increased greatly the strength 
and bestiality of the Special Army, as well as 
rules and regulations for the regular army. 
When a soldier Is aboent from duty for less 
than-2 hours, he Is tried by hts army Troyka

ridden, wounded soldiers, women with small 
children. Tliclr bodies were pitched Into pita 
and covered with lime to destroy them. When 
trains carrying people Into the "safety** of tho 
vastness of the Soviet Union broke dowri, Red 
soldiers were-ordered to rnachine-gun the csttko 
cars carrying their own flesh and blood. Then 
the cac doors were opened and the bloody 
wreckage Inspected for signs of life. If such 
were found, a eoup-de-gracc was administered 
to correct this error. Such Is tlie nature of Jew¬ 
ish "brotherhood!" 

When I reached the front, I was issued a 
rifle ond after taking my position on the line, I 
was Issued ammunition. At night soldiers 
sought and killed commissars. Secret ‘Police, 
and some criminal Gentile officers, causing 
great disorganization. 

An amazing fact I recall In retrospect Is 
that the Germans used no effective propaganda. 
However, hand written handbills were prepared 
and circulated by Russians stating that Germany 
Intended to liberate us from Communism. 

While the German Invading army numbered 
only about 2 million soldiers, 3,500,000 Russian 
Gentiles went over to the Germans, most of 
them asking that they be allowed to fight 
against their Jewish en&lavera. 

I was captured in the bitter battles near 
Moscow in Jan. 1912. The Germans made little 
effort to feed the captured Russian soldiers, so 
the hungry prisoners often broke out and sought 
food and work In the occupied territory. The 
escapees were caught and reimprtsoned. On the 
Soviet promlsa of pardon for those who return¬ 
ed to fight tho Germans, about one-third of all 
these prisoners found their way back Info tho 
Red Army. 

We heard that high German officers. Includ¬ 
ing Field Marshal von Brauchltsch himself, 
wanted to organize a Russian liberation army. 

It was at this point that. Alfred Rosenberg 
(born tn Estonia), gnulelter of the EasJ, con¬

Gen. Kaminsky was allowed to organize aft 
all-Russlan group, which In ©r4s dight alone 
captured 2 battalions and 18 tattiaL These 
prisoners were told that they had the choice of 
fighting Communism or returning "back to It— 
they chose to fight Communism.'Kamirisky had 
written propaganda leaflets for use on the 
Red Army, hut the German General Staff vetoed 
the Idea. Then he employed loudspeaker*, urg¬ 
ing the Russian Gentiles to Join the Germans In 
their fight against their hated Jewish enslaver*. 

His success disturbed the German leaders, 
who began to fear that Kaminsky would have 
an army larger than theirs, but since the Rus¬ 
sians had fought so well against Communism, 
they were ordered to be Incorporated Into the 
VVermacht, Kaminsky refused to Incorporate hla 
men into German units, giving the argument 
that his success was due to the fact that the 
Russians would not fight against his all-Russlan 
army.

Rear Admiral John G. Crommelin (Retired] 


At present operating a farm at Wetumpka, Alabama, near Montgomery, 
Admiral Crommelin resigned from the Navy in 1950 after being disciplined 
for his role in the controversey with the Air Force over the development 
of the B-36 bomber. Reliable observers of the Washington scene maintain 
that Crommelin was forced out of the Navy because he had shown himself 
to be erratic and unreliable. One responsible source expressed the belief 
that a factor in the Navy's case against crommelin was his "wildman talk" 
about "Jews" and "other undesirable forces" having too much influence in 
the country. 

In 1950 and again in 195U, Crommelin ran unsuccessfully for the United 
States Senate. A candidate for the U. s. Senate in the 1956 primary election, 
Crommelin was defeated by Senator lister Kill, the latter receiving 2id|.,567 
votes to Crommelin's 112,579. 

In November 195U, Crommelin became "chief of staff" of Ten Million 
Americans Mobilizing for Justice, a nationwide drive to secure the signature 
of ten million Americans in ten days to protest a possible United States 
Senate censure of Senator Joseph McCarthy. Ch November 29, 195U Crommelin 
addressing a rally of this organization at Madison Square Garden in New York 
City declared: "There is some hidden force or 3ome hidden power or something 
that is influencing our people...Tijey don't act like Americans." During his 
stay in New York City in th is pericxKgromm elin frequently visited the office 
of anti-Semitic pamphleteer using it for long-distance 

telephone conversations. 

After the failure of Ten Million Americans, Crommelin, in 1955, became 
the moving spirit behind a short lived new organization called "Americans 
for American Action."/ 


In his 195uS^rc^for the Senate se at - <5T lister Hill, Crommelin sought 
the support of J|^BHHfc an fc3-~ Sen d-tic Northern Alabama Citizens'_.pQuncils*- 
On March 9, 1956 Crommelin addressed a meeting of the group in Birmingham. 

He admitted having joined the Council in late November 1955 and endorsed its 
aims. Ch March 29, 1956, in a television presentation over Station WSFA-TV 
in Montgomery, Crommelin attacked the American Jewish Committee. He said 
its "one world philosophy would eliminate all national and racial distinctions, 
that he did not believe in this philosophy and added, "if that makes ne anti- 
Semitic, then I suppose that you m ay say that I am a nti-Semitic." He also 
engaged in a personal attack upon4|^HimHH^and4H|m|^^mpt as ^he 
authors of CROSS-CURRENTS. On Apri^2lI7T^5^^i the cours^o^ar^aaress 
before the Junior Chamber of Commerce of Montgomery, Alabama, Crommelin report¬ 
edly spent considerable time attacking the alleged "Jewish supporters" of 
Senator Lister Hill.

‘hidden force* referred 4o the Jewish popala&icrx of the United States."

On February 20, 1957, Crommelin spoke before the Pensacola, Florida branch 
of the Daughters of The American Revolution, and stated that a "hidden force" 
of "Zionist individuals" is threatening the U.S. He proposed to overcome this 
"force" with Christian principles "in a bloodless way if possible." 

At an April 11, 1957 Christian Nat ionalist Crusade meeting in the Eknbassy 
Auditorium in Los Angeles, California, introduced Crommelin who 

reiterated his statements about "the hidden force'^hroughout his speech. 

-Crommelin told the audience that trying to 

do a job for God and country. I believe the American people are waking up." 

-He charged that forces in Washington had ordered th8 destruction 
of a security file and "The thickest file we had on anyone was on Franklin and 
Eleanor Roosevelt...1 don't say Roosevelt was a Communist, but there had to be 
someone higher to bring in Alger Hiss and Harry Dexter White." He added that 
White's real name was something which sounded to an observer like Ifeiss. 

-Crommelin embellished his presentation by quoting anti-Semitic 
statements falsely ascribed to George Washington and Benjamin franklin, and 
renewed his denounciation of the Kol Nidre prayer.

On April 18, 1957, in the course of an address before the National 
Convention of the Daughters of the American Revolution in Washington, D. C., 
Crommelin again quoted an anti-Semitic statement attributed to George Washington 
whereupon members of the fbnsacola, Florida chapter walked out. 

Crommelin sent out a mailing postmarked, April 17, 1957—Wetumpa, 

Alabama, and containing the April 1, 1957 issue of the hate publication "Common 
Sense" and a Common Sente reprint "The Coming Red Dictatorship." Included was 
a booklet "A Gallery of Jewish types" containing anti-Semitic caricatures. 
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Semitic pamphleteer and associate of it is not known whether this 

circular was approved by Crommelin. ^is under indictment for sedition 
and incitement to riot and has been sentenced bo one year in jail for violat¬ 
ing the federal court injunction against interfering with integration of 
Negroes in the Clinton, Tennessee High School.)

of paper for him, which they declined to do, but exhibited their 
credentials to him in order that he might be assured concerning 
their names and identity.

Literature distributed by CROMMELIN in connection 
with his candidacy for Governor of Alabama in early 1958 
reflected his birth at Montgomery as 10/2/02. He attended 
public schools there and before reaching his 16th birthday 
had entered the University of Virginia. He is reported to have 
been appointed to Annapolis in 1919 and following graduation 
rose through the various grades in the Navy to the rank of 
Admiral. 

The literature further characterized him as coming 
from a family which has never failed to take a firm stand. His 
great grandfather, CHARLES GUNTER, an Alabama State Legislator 
in 1847, was author of the act establishing married women’s 
right to property. Both grandfathers fought for the Confederacy. 
He is represented as the eldest of five brothers, all graduates 
of Annapolis, all veterans of World War II. The literature

states one CROMMELIN brother was in every major Naval 
engagement in the Pacific and Crommelin Field of the Naval 
Air Station, Atlantic City, is named in tribute to the valor 
of two CROMMELIN brothers, CHARLES and RICHARD, lost in 
action. The literature reflects a war correspondent wrote 
a book entitled Then There Was One , which was a record of the 
most famous fighting ship in our history, the USS Enterprise , 
and dedicated the book *'To JOHN CROMMELIN and his breed of 
men." 

This literature further states that nine years ago 
JOHN CROMMELIN told the American people the truth about poten¬ 
tial subversion in Washington and as a result was forced to 
retire by the then President HARRY S. (SOLOMON) TRUMAN. 

The campaign literature reflects CROMMELIN was 
married to LILLIAN EOFF, 12/1/30, and had three children, 

KATIE, age 16; JILL, age 12 and JOHN, age 6.

"In Volume VII of the Jewish Encyclopedia on page 539, found 
In the Library of Congrees, the New York lubllc Library and 
Libraries of nil leading cities, will be found the official 
translation Into English of the prayer known as the 'Kol Nldre' 
(All Vows) prayer. It is the prologue of the Day of Atonement 
services In the synagogues. It Is recited three times by the 
standing congregation In concert with chanting rabbis at the 
altar. After the recital of the "Kol Nldre" (All Vows) prayer 
the Day of Atonement religious ceremonies follow Immediately. 

The Day of Atonement religious observances arc the highest holy 
days of the so-called or self-styled "Jews" and are celebrated 
as suoh throughout the world. The official translation into 
English of the "Kol Nldre" (All Vows) prayer follows: 

"ALL VOWS, OBLIGATIONS, OATHS, ANATHEMAS, whether 
called'konam,' 'konas,' or by any other name WHICH WE 
MAY VOW, OR SWEAR, OR PLEDGE, OR WHEREBY WE MAY 3E BOUND,

BE RECKONED VOWS; THE OBLIGATIONS SHALL NOT BE OBLIGATORY; 

NOR THE OATHS BE OATHS." 

Mr. Hoover, does not this so-called Jewish prayer, "Kol Nldre," 
say In effect, the end Justifies the means; and.

The purpose of this memorandum is to set forth explanations 
of SAC Robert B. Miller, Mobile, as to why Admiral Crommelin was-

On 10/23/58, two Agents of the Mobile Office contacted 
Admiral John G. Crommelin at his residenc^t^jy^rviewhim in 
connection with the investigation of a subject ' 

in the bombing of the Jewish Temple, Atlanta, Georgia. Crommelin, 
after the Agents were invited into his residence, left by a side door 
and attempted to inspect the Bureau automobile. The Agents noticed 
this and immediately went to the car and questioned Crommelin as to 
his actions. He stated he was investigating the Agents and had taken 
the license number of the Bureau car. He said the Agents’ credentials 
were "no good" and otherwise indicated an antagonistic and uncoopera¬ 
tive attitude.

As a matter of additional background, Crommelin is a re¬ 
tired Navy Admiral who is known to be anti-Semitic and who has been

is suspected of being connect ed with the bombing of the Jewis h, Temple 
in Atlanta.

The SAC was instructed 
to furnish t he text of this letter to the Bureau immediately. 

Mr. ^BMH^copy of t his lett er was received at the Bureau 11/2/58, 
and is attached. Mir advised he did not intend to use the 

letter or its contents in any way. 

This four-page letter is violently anti-Semitic in nature 
and contains an account of the interview which corresponds with in¬ 
formation furnished by Mobile Division on 10/24/58. It alleges the 
interview was part of ,l the Communist-Jewish conspiracy" and criticized 
the Agents for not partaking of coffee which was offered them. 

The details of Crommelin's letter indicate him to be an 
extreme bigot whose thinking is completely distorted by his obsession 
with race hatred.

The following legal opinion supporting my OIEN LETTER TO 
J, EDGAR HOOVER, Director FBI, (11-1-58), was received, from a very 
able and highly experienced constitutional lawyer of the United 
States, and is hereby made available in corroboration of my conscien¬ 
tious analysis of the Federal Bureau of Investigation: - 

"There Is no question byt that the FBI is being used illegally 
and in direct violation of Section 4 of Article IV of the United 
States Constitution, which provides that the United States may 
move against domestic violence only on application of the legisla¬ 
ture or of the executive when the legislature cannot bo convened. 

The bombing of a Jewish synagogue or a state-supported public 
school is not a federal offense. Since they are not federal 
. offonses, the federal police power cannot be used in a State 
I unless requested by the legislature of that State, or if it Is not 
I in session, then by Its Governor. 

"The FBI has questioned all of the segregationists in this area 
in much tho same manner as they did you, but of course, most 
people are not able to compete with them as you so ably did. The 
Intent is very clear, namely, to create a 'reign of terror' among 
segregationists, or among people who expose the communist-JewlBh 
conspiracy. This method of intimidation is to frighten people 
so that they will surrender, or their w ill to_ resist will be 
destroyed. That is one of the very basic Ta'cVicY of the communists 
in taking-over a country, as you so well know. They infiltrate 
the country, destroy the faith of tho people in their government, 
and create paralysis so that there is no wil l to_ros_ist communist

Crommelin then entered his home, and the callers 
who bad rebuffed his proffered hospitality depar¬ 
ted; "The One” in an obvious huff, “The Other” 
in au apparent state of mild amusement. 

As I re-entered my home, Mrs. Crommelin asked 
me, “Who was that?” 1 replied that they were 
two buds who said they were F.B.I., but that I 
would call the F.B.I. immediately and try to find 
out if they were federal agents, Anti-Defamation 
League informers, or just a couple of “junior 
detectives.” Mrs. Crommelin then instructed the 
maid to dump the untouched F.B.I. coffee in the 
sink. 

I went to the phone immediately and called the 
F.B.I., and got the “busy” signal. I then called 
the office of my old boyhood friend, David Dunn, 
the Judge of Probate, and identified the tag-num¬ 
ber of the callers" automobile, which was Ala¬ 
bama *58, No. 3-19761, and found that it was 
registered under a phoney name, Wirr. P. NON- 
MOUTH. Route 3, Montgomery, Alabama. This 1 
assume is F.B.I. routine practice, for a later Call 
to F.B.I. headquarters over telephone AM 3-6052 
was answered by an individual who identified 
himself as Dan Stevens, who stated that a John 
McCIuney and WUbor Hust were in fact F.B.I. 



agents. — One reason I made such an effort to 
positively identify the agents was that although 
liust. an ex-professional baseball player from 
Mississippi, was a reasonably pure Nordic type, 
McCIuney from Missouri, was at first thought to 
be an Anti-Defamation League informer for he, 
in my opinion, has the appearance of a jewlatto 
(a white person with an infusioo of Khazar or 
Sephardic jewish blood).

rolled press. Is the following false statement in 
your book your 'pay-off* for the many years of 
favorable radio, press, movie and TV publicity, 
which you have received at the hands of the 
communist-jewish conspiracy?

“Some of the most effective opposition to 
communism in the United States has come

Mr. Hoover, are you familiar with rhe "KoI Nidre” 
oath of so-called self-styled jews, as contained 
in Volume VII of the Jewish Encyclopedia, found 
on page 539? The description of the "Kol Nidre’* 
ritual as given on page 35 of the book “FACTS 
ARE FACTS,” by Benjamin il. Freedman of New 
York City follows: 

“In Volume I II of the Jewish Encyclopedia on 
page 539, found in the Library of Congress, the 
New York Public Library and Libraries of all 
leading cities, will be found the official trans¬ 
lation into English of the prayer known as die 
*Kol Nidre' (A ll Vows) prayer. It is the prologue 
of the Day of Atonement services in the synago¬ 
gues. It is recited three times by the standing 
congregation in concert with chanting rabbis at 
the altar. After the recital of the ‘Kol Nidre' (All 
Vows) prayer the Day of Atonement religious 
ceremonies follow immediately. The Day of 
Atonement religious observances are the highest 
holy days of the so-called or self-styled ‘Jews' 


and are celebrated as such throughout the w<rld. 
The official translation into English of the ‘Kol 
Nidre' (All Vows) prayer follows: 

“All Vows, Obligations, Oaths, Anathemas, 
whether called ‘konam,’ ‘konas,’ or by any 
name which we may Vow, or Swear, or Pledge, 
nr wherein we may be Bound, from this Day 
of Atonement unto the next (whose happy 
coming uv await), we do repent. May they be 
deemed absolved, forgiven, annuled, and void 
and made of no effect; they shall not bind us 
nor have power over us. The vavs shall not 
be reckoned voivs; the obligations shall pot 
be obligatory; nor the oaths be oaths." 

Mr. ' Hoover, does not this so-called jewish 
prayer. “Kol Nidre,” say in eSect, the end 
justifies the means; and, if so, -is not this the 
basic tenet of communism? 

It would be interesting to know what percentage 
of White Christians in the Masonic Order know 
that their so-called brother Masons who are evo¬ 
lutionary "Kol Nidre” jews, take a religious 
oath each year cancelling their Masonic oath. 
The F.B.I. could do a great service to White 
Christian Civilization by investigating the quali¬ 
fications of “Kol Nidre” Kosher jews to serve 
on juries, and as sworn witnesses, and as offi¬ 
cers in the federal government and U.S. Armed 
Forces.

Mental Health 


A Communist Front? 

“Mental Health Gang'' 
Pushes Race Mixing 


In the ideological war being waged for the minds 
of free men, a technique for oompelliog conformity 
in an individual’s political beliefs, social attitudes 
and personal tastes has been worked out by the social 
scientists and "human engineers” and is already in 
operation. It masqticrades under the misnomer 
"mental health" — not ’’mental illness’ which is 
a more demonstrable term. A significant number of 
its proponent* have estreme radical records (records 
of subversive affiliations as defined in government 
reports), or have taken the Fifth Amendment rather 
than direuas their Communist Party membership . 

This Marxist apparatus is now entrenched in every 
state of the Union with separate units in many coun¬ 
tie* and even municipalities (some 400 separate en¬ 
tities st this writing). It is backed by powerful 
influences in the U. 8. Department of Health, Edu¬ 
cation and Welfare and the latter’* National Insti¬ 
tute of Mental Health at Bcthesda, Md. It is sup¬ 
plemented by an impressive array of national and 
international anthropologists, psychologists, psychia¬ 
trists and social planners in general, cooperating 
’ with a world-wide organisation within which other 
dedicated Marxists are at work. 

As with so many groups which have lent them¬ 
selves in the past to propaganda activities of doubt¬ 
ful value or even of detriment to limited States 
citizens, the mental health movement has drawn in 
dozens of big names in the advertising and business 
fields. By using such names, the mental health 
groups proceed to run state and national campaigns 
for financial support from the average unsuspecting 
contributor. With this money the mental health 
elite then proceed to press for the state and federal 
legislation necessary for the accomplishment of their 
goals. States Rights had to be replaced by the Cove¬ 
nant of Human Rights- which among other thing* 
take* away a citizen’* right to own property, a home 
or an automobile (now in Committee). A "Siberia" 
must be created in America. By 100% voice vote H-R 
6376—the Alaskan Mental Health Bill passed both 
Houses. Congress appropriated One Million Acres 
and Twelve and a Half Million .Dollars to build a 
mental institution in Alaska, where there are only 345 
mentally ill people. .Then it was necessary for Alaska 
to become a State in order to ship the so-called Second 
Cla*s Citizens intra-state. They then packed the 
Psychiatric Profession with subversive elements as 
they did the Supreme Court. Then it was necessary to 
change the State Constitutions to eliminate the Citi¬ 
zen’* right* of Trial by Jury and Habeas Corpus. 
Then the Supreme Court gave permission to enter 
•one’* home without a wamint. Uncsco tc National 
• Council of Churches are their Brain-Washers . 

Now the American Citizen is cvcr-cognizant of the
